Twister Kills 4 In Oklahoma Town; Mobile Homes Hit 


ALTUS, Okla. IA P) — Four persons 
were killed and at least 40 injured 
early today when rare February 
tornadoes barreled through south­ 
western Oklahoma. 
One woman and her son were killed 
when 
a 
twister 
blasted 
Altus, 
damaging or destroying about IOO 
mobile homes and knocking out the 
city’s electrical service. Thirty-six 
persons were treated for injuries at 
Altus and two were reported in critical 
condition. 
Another person died when a storm 
lashed the Mountain Park area, about 
25 miles east of Altus, and authorities 
reported at least one death at Duncan, 
about 85 miles southeast of Altus. 


The Oklahoma Highway Patrol said 
the Duncan death was caused by a 
tornado-related fire. 
There was no immediate iden­ 
tification of the dead. 
Altus and other towns hit by twisters 
or violent winds began receiving heavy 
snow, hampering rescue efforts. 
Much of the damage at Altus was 
near Altus Air Force Base, and the 
base clinic treated many of the in­ 
jured. 
Altus asked its neighboring city in 
southwest Oklahoma. Frederick, for 
additional ambulances and rescue 
equipment. 
The Jackson County sheriff’s office 
said the Altus woman and her son were 


reported dead at separate hospitals. 
In 
addition 
to the 
fatality 
at 
Mountain Park, at least one person 
was reported critically injured. Six to 
eight trailers were reported destroyed 
there. 
Several injuries were reported at 
Duncan, where authorities said a 
tornado lashed the south side of town. 
U.S. 81 through the city was blocked by 
power lines. 
There was some damage at I^wton, 
about 35 miles southwest of Duncan, 
and five mobile homes were reported 
destroyed at nearby Geronimo. 
Other towns hit by violent weather 
were the southwestern Oklahoma 
communities of Marlow, Conunanche 


and t ooperton and Purcell in the south 
central part of the state. Heavy 
damage to a trailer park was reported 
at Purcell. 
A growing winter storm blanketed 
parts of the Southwest under heavy 
snow today and triggered thun­ 
derstorms from Texas to Illinois 
Far to the north, another storm 
churned up near-blizzard conditions in 
northern and west-central Minnesota 
and North Dakota and brought out 
travel advisories. 
Heavy-snow warnings remained up 
for the southern half of New Mexico. 
Fight inches of snow covered Cloud- 
croft, N M., through Friday and 4 
inches fell on Ruidoso. In Arizona, a 7- 


inch fall hit Heber and 3 inches 
whitened Grand Canyon. 
Tile snow 
prompted travel ad­ 
visories for much of West Texas as 
well as sections of Arizona and New 
Mexico. A winter-storm watch was 
issued for the Texas Panhandle and 
the high plains of West Texas. 
Thunderstorms scattered rain from 
northern Texas to southern Illinois 
during the night. Portions of Texas. 
Oklahoma and Arkansas were under a 
severe-thunderstorm watch in the 
predawn hours. 
Showers and thunderstorms also 
ranged along the Gulf Coast from 
louisiana into northern Florida and 
Georgia. 


Other diverse weather brought 
travel advisories due to fog in south­ 
western Louisiana and blowing sand 
and dust over mountain and desert 
areas of Southern California. 


Skies were clear from California into 
the northern Porkies and from the 
Ohio Valley to the Eastern Seaboard 
and New England. 


Mild weather dominated most of the 
eastern half of the country. Tem­ 
peratures remained above freezing 
and into the 40s overnight in many 
areas from the Plains eastward. 
Readings before dawn ranged from 
15 at Evanston, Wyo., to 78 at Key 
West, Fla.

G M Drops Prices 
By Equipment Cuts 


DETROIT (AP) — General Motors 
will lower the pricetag on nine com­ 
pact cars next week in the first 
significant effort by an auto company 
to reduce the sticker price on a line of 
cars. 
For two months the four U.S. auto 
makers have been offering limited­ 
time rebates on certain models in an 
attempt to revive sluggish cars sales. 


Although 13,000 unemployed auto 
workers will be back on the job next 
week, 37 per cent of the industry’s 
workforce will be unemployed and 13 
assembly plants will remain closed. 


GM said the base price on the nine 
small cars will be cut by up to $313 by 
eliminating some standard equipment 
in an effort to boost sales when rebate 
programs end on Feb. 28. 


“ We are responding to an economy- 
minded public by offering nine of our 
smaller cars with less standard 
equipment,” GM Chairman Thomas 
Murphy said in Chicago. Base prices 
will be lower by $104 to $313. 
He said the price cuts will “ give our 
customers the chance to buy as much 
or as little car as their pocketbooks 
will allow.” 


Orders for the cars will be taken now 
with delivery beginning in March, he 
said.

production schedules released Friday 
called for an additional 6,400 layoffs to 
bring its total to 67.100 unemployed 
workers with eight plants closed. 
However, industry-wide layoffs are 
down. 
About 255,000 of the

job next week, down from 263,GOU this 
past week. Thirteen assembly lines 
will be shut down, compared to 20 this 
week. 
GM, the world leader in producing 
large, heavy cars, said that in the 
future it will concentrate on making 
lighter models that achieve better fuel 
economy. 
Murphy said the new Cadillac 
Seville, the luxury maker’s all-new 
small model, will debut this spring. He 
would not discuss reports that it would 
retail for about $11,000. 
He made the announcements Friday 
at a Chicago Auto Show luncheon. 
Under GM’s price-cut plan, various 
items of standard equipment, such as 
radial tires, and other deluxe features 
such as clocks and mirrors, will be 
made optional.

Judge Upholds 
Ford Oil Tariff 


WASHINGTON (AP) - A federal 
judge has acknowledged President 
Ford’s $3-per-barrel tariff on oil im­ 
ports will be damaging, to the Nor­ 
theastern states but has upheld it for 
national security reasons. 
U.S. District Judge John Pratt made 
the ruling Friday after a hearing in 
which nine states sought a temporary 
injunction against the tariff. 
Massachusetts Atty. Gen. Francis X. 
Bellotti, who argued the case for eight 
Northeastern states and Minnesota, 
said after the hearing that Pratt’s 
ruling would be appealed. 
The ruling came as a victory for the 
White House after setbacks in 
Congress, which voted to delay the 
tariff for 90 days. Ford says he will 
veto the bill. 
In his decision, Pratt said, “ We must 
accept the President’s determination 
of national security upon which his 
action was predicated. 
‘‘Certainly, our continued de­ 
pendence on imports of foreign oil 
threatens our national security, the 


economy, the posture of our defense 
and the condcut of our foreign affaris,” 
Pratt said. 


Bellotti had argued that Ford’s 
national security justification for the 
tariff, which is legally called a license 
fee, could not be challenged, but the 
power under which Ford imposed it 
could. 


“ National security cannot be used as 
a public interest blanket under which 
everything can be hidden ... however 
he adjusts imports, he must do it 
within the law ... he has riot done that,” 
Bellotti said. 
Bellotti also began to outline the 
economic damage to the Northeastern 
states because of the tariff when Pratt 
interrupted to say: 
“ I think you can assume the New 
England states will suffer irreparable 
injury,” from the tariff. 
Bellotti said Treasury Secretary 
William E. Simon should have con­ 
ducted public hearings on the tariff 
before it was imposed and an en­ 


vironmental impact statement should 
have been filed before it took effect. 
But Irwin Goldbloom, lawyer for the 
government, said a preliminary im­ 
pact statement had been filed and that 
a complete one would be filed in May. 
As for a hearing, Goldbloom said the 
law under which Ford acted requires a 
hearing only if the Treasury secretary 
deems one appropriate, which (iold- 
bloom said Simon did not. 


One dollar of the tariff is in effect, 
with additional dollars to take effect 
March I and April I. 
Tile head of the House Ways and 
Means Committee said in an interv iew 
Friday that an acceptable compromise 
between Congress and Ford would be 
to leave in effect the $1 but not impose 
the additional $2.

“ Without a new finance plan for 
transportation in Ohio,” Jackson 
warned, “ residents will have their 
transportation dollars going solely into 
maintaining the present system.” 
Approval of the Rhodes plan, he 
asserted, would mean 44 highway 
projects could be started by mid­ 
summer in 33 counties. The work 
would provide 20,000 new jobs, he said. 
The transportation plan, which 
would be financed by a nine-tenths of a 
cent increase in the seven-cent-per- 
gallon vstate gasoline tax, goes before 
the Senate Judiciary Committee for a 
first hearing Monday. 
The city-oriented bond issue was 
considered Friday for a second time by 
the House Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. After the hearing, committee 
chairman George Tablack, D-52 
Campbell, predicted “ this particular 
proposal that we have before us will 
never pass.” 
Tablack said the sales tax increase 
“ would probably be the last source of 
revenue that I would look to to fund it.” 
But he suggested that alternative fi­ 
nancing methods could be considered 
by the committee, including ad­ 
justments in the upper brackets of the 
state income tax and increases in cor­ 
porate taxes. 
Testifying before the conunittee, 
Director of Economic and Community 
development James Duerk said “ If 
you can improve it in any way shape or 
form, we’re open to suggestions.’’ 
However, 
Thomas 
Moyer, 
a 
legislative assistant to Rhodes, told 
newsmen the administration was not 
yet ready to back away from the sales 
tax boost. Rhodes had campaigned on 
promises of no new or increased taxes. 
Tablack also cited two other “ real 
sore spots” for Democrats. The plan

five-member 
Republican-controlled Central Cities 
Development Authority to administer 
urban capital improvement programs, 
and would also give the GOP a

Pan Am Loan 
Not Final, 
Official Says 


WASHINGTON 
(AP) — 
Iranian 
investment in Pan American W’orld 
Airways is not yet assured and a final 
decision likely will not be made for 
some time, says a top Treasury 
Department official. 
Although the Ford administration 
has given its tentative approval for 
Iran to invest in the financially 
troubled U.S. airline, the Iranian 
government w ants to be sure it will not 
be making a bad investment, .Asst. 
Treasury Secretary Gerald Parsky 
said in an interview Friday. 
Parsky returned this week from Iran 
after talks on that nation’s investment 
opportunities and other relations be­ 
tween the two nations. 
“ They made clear to me they have 
not yet decided to finalize that tran­ 
saction ... They won’t go forward 
unless they see there will be a real 
return on that investment,” he said. 
The interest of the Iranian govern­ 
ment in possible investment iii Pan 
/American may not be dominated 
entirely by a profit motive, however, 
Parsky said. He said investment in the 
airline also could help them with their 
own airline development and “ in­ 
crease their ties with the United 
States, which they want to do.” 
The State Department earlier this 
week gave tentative approval to 
proposed Iranian investment in Pan 
.American, which lost $81 million last 
year. 
Ardeshir Zahedi, the Iranian am­ 
bassador to the United States, had told 
newsmen his government might 
acquire 13 per cent of Pan Am’s stock 
in an agreement involving investment 
of at least $230 million, and probably 
more. 
He said the agreement would include 
participation in the Pan Am hotel 
chain, Intercontinental Hotels.

The upholstery class I’m teaching is 
chockfull. Many others seem to want 
lessons, so I will try to set up another 
set of classes for May for those of you 
who couldn't get in this class. In the 
meantime, I will send you the “ basic 
eight steps of upholstering" and other 
study sheets to get you started if you 
are interested. 


There is an unusually large supply of 
those delicious D’Anjores pears 
coming on the market according to 
USDA reports. These pears are 
smooth, fine-grained, juicy and spicy. 
This season is the largest pear 
producing one on record. When buying 
pears, remember they are picked 
green and need to be ripened at room 
temperature (60-70 degrees is best ! 
After four to six days at room tem­ 
peratures, they should be soft to a 
gentle pressure of the thumb. Once 
ripened they should be refrigerated at 
30-40 degrees.

The rage in sour dough cookery in 
this country seems to be filtering into 
our area. In answer to many of your 


questions on sour dough, it is for the 
industrious cook who wants the old­ 
fashioned 
flavor in 
her 
baked 
products, and yeast aroma in her 
kitchen. For those of you who don’t 
know about sour dough, you keep a 
bowl (not metal) of fermenting dough 
(in which yeast is constantly growing) 
on hand in your kitchen. When you 
make a baked product (using sour 
dough recipes) you use a small amount 
of this sour dough in the baked product 
instead of packaged yeast. You of 
course need to add flour and water to 
your “ sour dough starter” to replenish 
it to its original quantity. 
To make a sour dough starter, put 2 
cups of flour in a bowl or crock. 
Sprinkle one package active dry yeast 
over the flour and then gently mix in 
24 cups of warm (not hot) water. Set 
the bowl in a warm place. The mixture 
will expand as the yeast grows, so be 
sure you have a little extra room in the 
container. You will need to use some of 
the starter at least once a week. If you 
don’t you can freeze the starter, but be 
sure to allow several hours thawing 
time when you want to use it. 
There are recipes available for all 
types of baked products using sour 
dough starter. People who have it 
seem to forever prefer the special 
flavor of sour dough products. There 
just aren’t too many of these old 
recipes around that many of you have 
requested, so I’ve compiled some for 
you to try. Contact our office for them

Ohio 
landholders 
devote 
ap­ 
proximately 24 million acres to 
permanent pasture. Much of this 
permanent pasture has low produc­ 
tivity, primarily due to tne un­ 
productive vegetative species which 
are growing in these areas. I .ack of 
adequate fertilization and overgrazing 
also contribute to the low level of 
production from many Ohio per­ 
manent pastures. 
The 
introduction • of 
a 
more 
productive forage species into these 
unproductive areas would greatly 
enhance their production potential, 
usually doubling yields. Tillage 
necessary to establish forages is time 
consuming, costly and contributes to 
soil and water loss. Many permanent 
pasture areas are not suited to the 
tillage necessary to establish forages 
by traditional methods. 
The availability of herbicides has 
made possible the suppression of 
existing vegetation without tillage. 
The heavier* sod-seeding equipment 
has proven adequate in placing forage 
seed such that seed soil moisture 
contact is obtained. This proper seed 
placement and vegetation suppression 
are necessary if the seed is to ger­ 
minate and forage seedlings are to 
become established. 
Thus, with the proper use of her­ 
bicides and grassland drill seeding 
equipment, the no-tillage pasture 
renovation system becomes a reality. 
The no-tillage system eliminates the 
standard tillage operations and 
reduces the potential loss of soil and 
water. However, a number of precise 
management practices are necessary 
if this system is to be successful. The 
following are steps to successful no­ 
tillage pasture renovation. 
1. Field Selection. The better drained 
the soil, the greater the potential of 
success from renovation. No-tillage 
renovation is most successful on silt 
loam soils. This technique is usually 
less effective on clay soils. The no­ 
tillage renovation system is most 
effective in areas of Kentucky and 
Canada 
bluegrass, 
broomsedge, 
poverty grass and other unagressive 
annual and perennial weed species. 
The no-tillage procedure will not 
eradicate such troublesome weeds as 
quackgrass, nutsedge, tall ironweed, 
thistle and woody species. 
2. Determine soil nutrient level with 
a soil test. This is the only method by 
which existing soil nutrient levels and 
fertilization recommendations can be 
determined. 
3. Apply lime and fertilizer. The key 
to establishing and m aintaining 
productive forage species in per­ 
manent pasture is adequate fer­ 
tilization. Producers should not at­ 
tempt to renovate unless willing to 
apply the required fertilizer. Surface 
apply the potassium and at least 2 tons 


per acre of the lime as indicated by the 
soil test. If additional lime is indicated 
to raise the soil pH, apply in sub­ 
sequent years at the rate of at least 2 
tons per year. 
Sites with low pH 
requiring lime, band apply at seeding 
the necessary phosphorus as indicated 
by the soil test recommendations. 


4. Graze close. This is the only time 
in pasture management in which 
overgrazing is suggested. Grazing 
dose at this time will assist in sup­ 
pressing the existing vegetation. 


5. Apply 2,4-Dat the rate of one 
pound active ingredient per acre. 2,4-D 
must be translocated with growing 
broadleaf plants. 


6. Apply 0.5 pound per acre active 
ingredient paraquat (I quart of 
product) 7 to IO days following the 2, 4- 
D. Use a wetting agent and a minimum 
of 20 gallons of water per acre to 
thoroughly cover the foliage. 
7. Use a heavy-no-tillage drill with 
press wheels to seed in April or 
August. The forages may be seeded at 
the time of the paraquat application. 
Band 250 pounds of a complete mixed 
fertilizer per acre at time of seeding. 
Delay seeding until soil is in condition 
to crumble and allow for closure of 
tillage furrows. Use standard seeding 
rates and seed grass and-or legumes.

8. During the establishment year, 
either infrequently graze and-or mow 
to reduce the competition to the 
seeding. 
Practice light rotation 
grazing. Do not graze until forage 
seedlings are at least 3 inches tall.

It Grows

The best time to prune fruit trees is 
early spring just prior to the beginning 
of active growth. 
Pruning and training fruit trees is 
done to facilitate production of the 
greatest yield possible of quality fruit. 
This practice is necessary to develop a 
strong framework, which increases 
the life of the tree and reduces the loss 
from wood breakage. Improvement of 
fruit quality depends, in part, on 
proper pruning. 
The kind and amount of pruning is 
largely determined by the kind, age, 
and variety of fruit trees. Also, the 
existing framework, tree vigor and 
health, and growth and fruiting habits 
must be considered. Heavy pruning of 
young trees should be avoided. 
However, careful training techniques 
are essential during the first few years 
to develop a desirable framework and 
tree shape. 
Insufficient pruning of bearing trees 
may result in small fruit of poor color, 
low-sugar content and poor flavor. 
Trees that are over-pruned may also 
produce poorly colored fruits, although 
they may be of larger size.

NEW YORK — I, for one, can’t

With peace in both the Middle East 
and West thus on the verge of breaking 
out, all that awaits fruition of that 
dream will be for Kansas City, with 
help of 50-year loans from St. Joe and 
Springfield at three per cent, to un­ 
derwrite the sale of 500 McDonnell 
Douglas F-4s for instant delivery from 
St. Ixniis to the Malagasy Air Force. 
This, Dr. Kissinger feels, might 
reduce Ethiopia’s demand for an 
emergency a irlift of arms, am­ 
munition and equipment from the U.S. 
to offset the gains made recently by 
Eritrean guerrillas. On the other hand, 
a spokesman for the Secretary of State 
told a source close to the Balkans 
tinderbox, that the U.S. has no frozen 
anti-Eritrean policy and stands ready 
to hold a Ford-Brezhnev summit either 
in Eritrea or Erie, Pa., depending on 
the Party Secretary’s health.

The chair­ 
man of the selection committee this 
Households 
Declining 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The average 
size of the nation’s households has 
dipped below the three-person level for 
the first time in history, as more 
people than ever before are living 
alone, the Census Bureau says. 
The bureau said Thursday the trend 
could 
be attributed to numerous 
factors: smaller families, more ef­ 
fective means of birth control, a rise in 
the average age of marriage and 
“ changing attitudes regarding the 
expansion of the roles of women 
beyond those of wife and mother.” 
Households — defined by Census as 
any group of persons occupying a 
single housing unit — have declined 
steadily in average size from more 
than five persons per unit in the late 
1700s to 2.9 persons in the latest sur­ 
vey, taken last March. 
Household size had stabilized at 
about the 3.3-person average during 
the baby boom after World War II but 
resumed its decline in the mid-1960s. 
Census officials said they have no 
evidence that the trend will reverse 
itself in the near future.

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CHARLESTON, W.Va. (A P) - The 
price of coal, which has soared in 
recent months and taken electric rates 
with it, will never return to what were 
bargain-basement levels, say industry 
officials. 
Those who sell and buy coal insist 
that competitive market conditions 
and not price-gouging sent coal prices 
rising, reaching in at least one case 
over $100 per ton. 
At any rate, they say, inflation and 
rising expenses are eating up what 
profits were made and the market is 
softening. 
A mine operator at Huntington said 
last fall, as the United Mine Workers’ 
strike was beginning, that more mil­ 
lionaires had been made in southern 
West Virginia and eastern Kentucky in 
the past year than anywhere else in the 
country. 
“ It’s pretty obvious there have been 
some profits made,” said Paul Mar- 
tinka, a vice president of the American 
Electric Power System in New York. 
“ There’s no conceivable way their 
costs went up” as much as prices. 
But now, the Huntington mine owner 
said this past week, “ the coal market 
is completely flat. In a very short time, 
the coal industry has been hit by a 
mini-recession.” 
It all stems from a chain of economic 
dominoes that began tumbling about 
one year ago: 
— With dwindling petroleum sup­ 
plies and the Arab oil embargo, 
utilities which normally burned oil 
began bidding on the open or “ spot” 
market for coal. 
— Foreign customers, especially 
Japanese steel mills, stepped up their 
spot market bidding, largely in an­ 
ticipation of the UMW strike. 
— Domestic steel mills and utilities 
also anticipated the strike and moved 
to augment stockpiles, norm ally 
supplied under long-term contracts, by 
bidding on the spot market. 
According to the West Virginia Coal 
Association, spot market purchases by 
the state’s utilities carried an average 
pice of $19.02 per ton in January 1974. 
By September, competitive bidding 
had forced the average price of spot 
market coal up to $37.34 per ton. 
Since then, officials say, the price 
has dropped about 30 per cent and 
some smaller mines have had to close. 
The problem is that the UMW strike 
lasted only a month and many utilities 
had coal left over. Their lower-priced 
longterm contracts can supply enough 
coal that they can afford to wait for 
spot market prices to drop. 
The answer to the price problem, 
according to Martinka, “ is to increase 
the supply of domestic coal.” 
He pointed out that an additional 


factor in last year’s market was that 
coal production was about 35 million 
tons short of actual consumption; the 
difference had to come from stockpiles 
at the same time coal users were 
trying to build them up. That strongly 
affected the level of bidding.

Governors Gain 
On Energy Plan 


WASHINGTON (A P) - The grass 
roots impact of the nation’s energy 
problem 
has 
been 
illustrated 
graphically by a rare united stand by 
the nation’s governors. 
A resolution adopted with only one 
dissenting vote at the closing session of 
the National Governors Conference 
winter meeting Thursday puts the gov­ 
ernors 
on 
record 
as 
favoring 
organized, massive conservation as 
the best shortrange approach to the 
energy shortage. 
Although this does not directly op­ 
pose President Ford’s approach of 
raising the price of petroleum products 
with a tariff hike, the resolution makes 
it clear that such steps should be 
secondary. 
An earlier resolution which poin­ 
tedly opposed the tax and tariff ap­ 
proach received 28 votes to 12 opposed 
but failed to be adopted because a 
threefourths vote is required. 
Not a single governor spoke in favor 
of Ford’s proposed $3-a-barrel tariff 
hike on imported oil. But Republicans, 
sensing the resolution was too much of 
an attack on the President, combined 
with oil state Democrats to block it. 
Traditionally, the governors con­ 
ference doesn’t take stands on con­ 
troversial issues because of the three- 
fourths rule. 
The governors said a conservation

Natural Gas 
Probe Starts 


WASHINGTON (AP)-The Federal 
Power Commission says it wants to 
know why natural gas producers and 
interstate pipeline firms are holding 
large amounts of gas in reserve in the 
Gulf of Mexico. 
In ordering an investigation Thurs­ 
day, the FPC said the under-ground 
reservoirs held by the 68 producers 
and 12 pipeline firms “ could re­ 
present a vital supply of natural gas” 
that would ease the serious shortage of 
the fuel. 
The commission released a staff 
report indicating that the Gulf of 
Mexico reserves accounted for 26 per 
cent of the total offshore gas reserves 
reported by the pipeline firms in 1973. 
last month, the Interior department 
ordered IO major companies to explain 
why they are not fully producing 
natural gas leases they hold in the Gulf 
of Mexico. Interior threatened to 
cancel the leases if it did not receive a 
satisfactory explanation.

Ford Said 
‘Nice Guy' 


NEW YORK (AP) - A sizable 
majority of Americans surveyed 
consider President Ford a “nice guy” 
but many doubt he will be strong, deci­ 
sive and intelligent in handling the 
issues facing the country, according to 
a Harris poll. 
Forty-one per cent agreed that Ford 
“does not seem to be very smart about 
the issues facing the country.” Only 39 
per cent feel that Ford will become “a 
strong and decisive president.” 
A 76-6 per cent majority consider 
Ford a “nice guy” and a 70-16 per­ 
centage count agree that he “is run­ 
ning an open administration and 
listens to the people.” 
Last September, 70 per cent felt that 
Ford would become strong and 
decisive and only 18 per cent thought 
he was not very smart on the issues, 
pollster Louis Harris said Thursday. 
Sampling the opinions of 1,543 
persons from Jan. 16-20, the new 
survey found that a 52-31 per cent 
majority rejected the statement that 
Ford was “weak and wishy-washy,” 
Harris said. 
Seventy-seven per cent of those 
surveyed rated Ford a “man of high 
integrity.” 


Clark County 
Jail Hit 
By Outbreak 


Ohio I AP) — Clark 
County officials said Friday that all 
but 30 of the 114 inmates of the century- 
old county jail have been evacuated 
following a series of fires set by 
prisoners Thursday night. 
There were no reported injuries in 
the outbreak, which began about 8:30 
with a mattress fire in a seeond-floor 
holding room of the three-story jail. 
Common Pleas Court Judge Gerald 
F. I/trig said evacuated inmates were 
taken to county jails in Greene, Miami 
and Champaign Counties. 
Sheriff Harold Mills was directed by 
a three-judge Common Pleas panel to 
close the jail until a new facility could 
be built. 
Ix)rig said fire damage to the jail 
was not extensive and firemen easily 
handled the blazes. 
After the initial outbreak, prisoners 
were moved to a third-floor holding 
room, where more fires were set. 
Prisoners not evacuated were being 
held on the first floor, which was not 
damaged. 
I/orig said the incident was the third 
outbreak in recent months. 
Mattresses were burned last year in 
a women’s cell block and last Friday 
male prisoners set mattresses on fire, 
he said.

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Jury Finds Cleveland Men 
Guilty Of Four Charges 


At 9:30 p.m. Friday night, the two 
Geveland men standing trial on four 
charges each in Pickaway County 
Common Pleas Court were found 
guilty by a jury of 12. 
The jury was charged by Judge 
William Ajnmer at approximately 6 
p.m. and then released to go to dinner. 
The jury returned to begin their hour 
and a half deliberations. 


Thomas 
Tootle, 
representing 
Jerome 
Henderson 
and 
Avery 
McFarland, said he had based his case 
on an alibi. The two black men claimed 
to have been at the Charleston Club in 
Columbus until the bar closed and then 
they said they went next door to a cafe. 
Tootle had made a motion at the 
beginning of the trial for a change of 
venue. He said this morning he had 
based his motion on the belief that 
“two black men from Cleveland could 
not get a fair trial before a jury of their 
peers” . He cited that the population of 
blacks in Pickaway County is small 
and the fact that the two men were 
found to be indigent. 


Judge Ammer denied the motion for 
change of venue and the trial began 
Thursday morning after the jury was 
seated. 
Presenting the case for the State of 
Ohio was county prosecutor Richard L. 
(ierhardt who called Steven Clark to 
the stand. Hark was the victim of 
kidnapping, robbery and theft. He 
identified the two defendants as the 
ones who took him at gunpoint from his 
auto parked in a roadside park on 
Route 23. 


Tootle had based part of his defense 
on the idea that Clark had not seen his 


abductors very well. 
He said there was circumstantial 
evidence along with Clark's iden­ 
tification of the two men that hurt his 
defense. 
The two defendants were the only 
two witnesses Tootle called. Both 
McFarland and Henderson took the 
stand on their own behalf. They told 
their story which included references 
to a Terry Daniels and a Clifton l>ee 
who Tootle said he believed were one 
and the same. 


The car which was used rn the ab­ 
duction was registered in the name of 
Clifton I^ee and the two defendants 
testified they had been at the club with 
Daniels. Daniels had allegedly left 
them at the cafe and returned a few 
hours later and then they all went to 
Dayton. 


Tootle said the car in question was 
later repossessed by the General 
Motors Acceptance Corporation. 
Neither l>ee nor Daniels could be 
located. The defense attorney said this 
was an important factor as far as he 
was concerned with the ju ry’s 
decision. 


The prosecution had witnesses who 
testified that the two defendants were 
using the credit card taken from Clark. 
The Chief of Police from Northwood 
and his lieutenant took the stand and 
testified to apprehending the two when 
they tried to use the card in a Kinney 's 
Shoe Store there. Clark is a manager of 
a Kinney’s Store in Chillicothe and the 
man at the Northwood shopping center 
knew him and realized when the two 
black men presented the card that they 
were not the owners. 


Men from Springfield also appeared 
and identified the two defendants as 
having used the card. 
Judge Ammer received the jury’s 
verdicts and proceeded to sentence the 
two defendants. McFarland received 
two consecutive terms of 4-25 for 
aggravated robbery and 2-15 for 
kidnapping at the Ohio Penitentiary. 
Concurrent terms of 1-5 each were 
sentenced to him on misuse of a credit 
card and grand theft. These latter two 
sentences are to run concurrently with 
the first. 
Henderson was given the same 
sentencing except he was ordered to be 
imprisoned in the Ohio State Refor­ 
matory for Men at Mansfield. 
Sheriff Dwight Radcliff said this 
morning some trouble had erupted in 
the jail in the wee hours of the morning 
after McFarland and Henderson were 
returned to the facility. He said 
McFarland had been placed on the 
first floor and Henderson on the 
second. 
The officers had expected some 
trouble and had therefore separated 
the two men. The sheriff said trouble 
began on the first floor at about 1:30 
a m. Men on duty had heard various 
commotion on the floor which was 
heavily populated and as Radcliff said 
there were also several other felons on 
that floor. 
When the officers went in, the 
lightbulbs had been unscrewed and the 
prisoners were throwing cans. Some 
more men were called in off the road 
and the force went in to settle things. 
Radcliff said after the commotion 
was ceased, he had McFarland 
transferred to the Franklin County Jail 
for security purposes. 
Five Youths Escape Sentences 
To The Ohio Youth Commission 


Five youths received suspended 
sentences to the Ohio Youth Com­ 
mission and two others were placed in 
the care of the Commission as a result 
of appearances last week in juvenile 
court. Also before the court were five 
traffic offenders, two dependent 
children, five delinquent youths and 
two adults. 
An eleven-year-old Route 3, Mt. 
Sterling boy and his 14-year-old 
brother were found guilty last week of 
violation of probation and both 
received suspended sentences to the 
Commission. 
The 
court, 
after 
suspending the stiffer sentence, placed 
each boy on probation for three years 
and placed them in the temporary care 
of the Pickaway County Children 
Services. 
School truancy charges brought 
another suspended sentence to the 
Youth Commission. A 17-year-old 
Circleville girl received three years’ 
probation instead of the original 
sentence to the Commission. Judge 
Guy G. Gine also ordered her to attend 
school regularly. 
A 14-year-old Route 5 girl was placed 
on probation indefinitely for excessive 
absence from school. Another 14-year- 
old Route I, girl was also placed on 
probation indefinitely for school 
truancy. A sentence to the Ohio Youth 


Commission was suspended in her 
case. 
Violation of probation charges filed 
against a 16-year-old Route 4 girl 
resulted in her being placed in the 
Youth Commission. Another 16-year- 
old, this one a Route 2, Ashville boy, 
was also placed in the Commission 
during the week’s docket. The boy was 
charged with school truancy. 


Two counts of grand theft which 
were filed against an 18-year-old Route 
2, Ashville boy were finally settled by 
the court. Judge Cline sentenced the 
boy to the permanent care of the Youth 
Commission on Aug. 22, 1974 but last 
week ordered the execution of the 
remainder of the sentence to be 
suspended so that an order from the

executed. The common pleas court had 
ordered the youth committed to the 
Ohio State Reformatory for men at 
Mansfield. 


Charges of aggravated menacing 
brought probation terms to two Route 5 
youths. A 16-year-old girl was placed 
on probation indefinitely and a 17-year- 
old boy was placed on probation for 18 
months. 
A complaint alleging the dependency 
of a 23-day old infant was dismissed 
last week. The mother who had 
Ehrlichman Indian 
Idea Turned Down 


WASHINGTON (AP) - Instead of 
going to jail for his Watergate con­ 
viction, former presidential assistant 
John D. Ehrlichman wanted to fight 
for the rights of impoverished New 
Mexico Indians. 
U.S. District Judge John J. Sirica 
turned him doivn Friday and sen­ 
tenced him to 2l2 to 8 years in prison. 
Given the same sentence in the 
Watergate cover-up were H. R. 
Haldeman and John N. Mitchell, also 
former top-level aides of former 
President Richard M. Nixon. A fourth 
former Nixon aide, Robert C. Mardian, 
received a prison term of IO months to 
three years. 
Apeals to higher courts, expected to 
take about two years, are planned by 
all four men. They remain free pen­ 
ding final rulings. 
Before the sentencing, a lawyer for 
Ehrlichman proposed that the judge 
put Ehrlichman to work for eight 
Indian pueblos with 6,000 people, put­ 
ting to work his legal expertise in land- 
use law. 
“ He is one of the few specialists in 
this country in land-use law,” said 
attorney Ira M. I/)we. And, he added, 
that is precisely the help the Indians 
need. 
As Nixon’s top domestic adviser, 
Ehrlichman worked on Indian affairs. 
He was influential in winning in­ 
creased land and money benefits in the 
Alaska Native Claims settlement and 
worked on behalf of the Taos Blue 
I^ake Pueblo in New Mexico. 
A former White House fellow under 
Ehrlichman, Barbara Kilberg, said 
Ehrlichman was “ one of the most 
sympathetic persons in the White 
House after leonard Garment about 
Indian rights, especially water and 
land rights.” 
After his New Year’s Day con­ 
viction, Ehrlichman went to northern 
New Mexico to discuss with officials of 
the Eight Northern Pueblos his 
proposal to help them. 


“ I talked to Ehrlichman and mainly 
we discussed the idea that we would 
use him in legal research for land and 
water problems and try to find some 
subsistence wages for him,” said 
Herman Agoyo, executive director of 
the Eight Northern Pueblos. 
Ehrlichman also talked about his 
proposal with Ms. Kilberg, as she 
prefers to be known. “ He was willing 
to work at a subsistence level for two 
years or more with the Pueblo Coun­ 
cil,” Ms. Kilberg, now vice president 
of 
Mount 
Vernon 
College 
in 
Washington, said in an interview. 
At the time Ehrlichman intervened 
in the dispute about settlement of the 
Alaska Native Cairns, the executive 
branch had decided the natives should 
get no more than 3 million acres and 
about $500 million, Ms. Kilberg said. 
She said with his help, the natives 
got a settlement from the government 
of 40 million acres of land and $2 billion 
in cash as well as a percentage royalty 
on mineral discoveries. 
Ehrlichman also was instrumental 
in enabling the Taos Blue I .ake Pueblo 
to regain 40,000 acres of land which 
had deep religious significance to their 
tribe. 
Before the sentencing, I .owe told 
Sirica that Ehrlichman planned to 
work with the Indians during the 
lengthy appeals process whether or not 
the judge agreed to the plan.

5 Ohioans 
Face Trial

But 
he expressed reservations about any 
income tax increases. 
The Democratic mayor of Athens, 
Donald I.. Barrett, said he wanted to 
see the Rhodes plan on the ballot, but 
asked the legislators to remember 
“ that a large chunk of the state does 
not live in the IO or ll major cities.” 
It would appear there is a tremen­ 
dous focus on our large cities,” he said. 
He also questioned whether ex­ 
tensive plans for port development in 
Ohio River cities was wise “ when 
maybe we ought to get on with our 
energy program.” 
Tablack’s committee will give 
further consideration to the proposal 
Monday night. He predicted it could be 
ready for floor action as early as mid­ 
week. 
The housing proposal, clarifying and 
expanding the state’s ' authority to 
issue mortgage revenue bonds, will get 
a second hearing in the House Eco­ 
nomic Affairs and Federal Relations 
Committee Monday. It received some 
favorable reaction earlier in the week 
in a Democratic House caucus. 
A constitutional amendment to grant 
30-year tax abatements to industries 
building in decaying urban areas is 
scheduled for first hearing Tuesday in 
the Senate Ways and Means Com­ 
mittee. 
It is opposed by Senate 
President Pro Tem Oliver Ocasek, D- 
27 Akron.
